18 IT A BLUNDER? 

Politicians Agitated Over n' Reported 

Non-ConpUascs Wltls the Election Law. 

The local politicians ars very much 
concerned over a rumor that the party 
nominations in this town are likely to 
be declared void on account of a failure 
to hold the primaries st an earlier date. 
The rumor is that a law was passed at 
the recent session of the Legislature 
and signed by the Governor requiring 
all nominations In townships of over 
4,000 inhabitants to be filed at least 
eight days before election. 

William V. Hughe*, a prominent 
Democratic politician is this town, con¬ 
sulted Colonel E. L. Price In reference 
to the matter yesterday morning. Col. 
Prioe was of the opinion that the nomi¬ 
nations shauld have been filed on or 
before April 4. He sent Mr. Hughes to 
consult Fred. Adams, Township Counsel 
for East Orange, al>out the law. Mr. 
Adams told Mr. Hughes that the matter 
was a very important one, and he 
thought It would furnish a peg "for 
some one to hang his halt on.” 

County Counsel Stevens is reported as 
saying that he was not sure whether the 
law applied to local township nomina¬ 
tions or not. 

Montclair’s Democrats, in order to 
make sure, filed their nominations with¬ 
in * the required time. West Orange 
Democrats have also filed theirs. East 
Orange Republicans have done likewise. 

If the law applies, both Democrats 
and Republicans in this town are In a 
fix. Committeemen illegally elected 
may not care to put their names to a 
township note for $15,000 and have it 
discounted in anticipation of taxes. 

MOUNTAINSIDE HOSPITAL. 


Extra Nurs«* Meftded. 

The last few weeks have been trying 
ones at the Mountainside Hospital. The 
nurses have been kept very busy. All 
the beds In the men’s ward are occupied, 
four in the women's ward, and oue in 
the children’s. With the exception of 
four of the patients all have been seri¬ 
ously ill, and the nurses are beginning 
to feel quite exhausted, so that it is 
necessary to secure immediately another 
competent nurse to relieve them. Chris¬ 
tian, the man servant, who also assists 
the nurses in their night work, has 
given out, so that the Executive Com¬ 
mittee at their meeting last Monday de¬ 
cided to give him a vacation of two 
weeks and employ soihe one to fill his 
place during his absence. During the 
month af March twenty-two cases were 
treated, eight of which were surgical 
operations. If those persons who have 
had doubts about the need of such an 
institution in our vicinity would visit the 
hospital and see the good work carried 
on there, their doubts would be removed 
and they would be ready to acknowledge 
the necessity of just such u home for the 
poor and suffering of our town. Wed¬ 
nesday and Saturday, from two until five, 
are the days that visitors are received. 
All are cordially invited to visit the 
hospital and see the comfortable and 
pleasant home provided for those who 
are sick and unable to be cared for else¬
